Claim Objections 

3. Examiner suggests to Applicant that "A non-shrouded device" be changed to -A 
lens determining non-shrouded device- in order to have a more descriptive preamble. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. Furthermore, 
note that only a non-shrouded device with LEDs is claimed as far as structure. 

6. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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a. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the patient" in line 1 . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

b. Claim 1 , the limitation "may be used to" renders claim indefinite because it 
is unclear whether the device or LEDs actually do the function following the 
phrase. 

c. Claim 2 recites the limitation "This device" in line 1. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. As currently written, Claim 2 is 
written in independent form and thus "This device" lacks antecedent basis. If 
Applicant intended Claim 2 to be independent, then -A device- would be 
appropriate. 

d. Claim 2, the limitation "can be used to" renders claim indefinite because it 
is unclear whether the device or LEDs actually do the function following the 
phrase. 

e. Claim 2 recites the limitation "the patient's response" in line 1 . There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. No patient is recited 
prior to this recitation. 

f. Claim 2, at lines 2-3 the limitation "held at an angle perpendicular to the 
line-of-sight from the pattern to the patient" is vague and indefinite. 

g. Claim 3 provides for the use of "filters or sunglasses", but, since the claim 
does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where 
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it merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is 
actually practiced. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of 
a use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an 
improper definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper 
process claim under 35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 
USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd v. Brenner, 255 F. 
Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

h. Claim 3, at line 2, the phrase "may provide" is vague and indefinite as to 
what may provide information. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claim 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Damato'770 (US Patent 5,886,770). Damato770 teaches a device for use in the 
examination of the visual field of a subject including light emitting diodes (col. 5, lines 
49-51); visual target patterns (spatial frequency patterns) (col. 3, lines 30-31); and 
neutral density filters (col. 4, lines 51-53). 

Conclusion 
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9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Abraham et al. (US Patent 5,774,202) teaches a method and 
optical means for improving or modifying color vision and method for making said 
optical means; Holladay et al (US Patent 4,784,483) teaches a brightness acuity tester.
